On February 15, 1956, LAWRENCE TRAGER, a former 
self-admitted member of the Hunts Point CP from 1946-1950, 
advised SA WILLIAM R. RIGGS that he was sure ORENSTEIN 
was in sympathy with the Communist Party and that the 
Communist Party backed ORENSTEIN in his position with the 
Jewish War Veterans. TRAGER further stated that he never 
saw ORENSTEIN at any CP meetings or functions and didn't 
know any one who could furnish any information concerning 
ORENSTEIN's Communist activities.
